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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 1J46, line 3 
recites 'second stop 21 ' which appears to be a typographical error for the phrase 
'second stop 22'. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 16, 22 and 32 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 16 recites "a first position" and "a second position" for the settable control 
arrangement in lines 16 and 18. This language is confusing because first and second 
positions have already been defined for the valve element earlier in the claim. It is 
recommended to amend the names of the positions of the settable control arrangement 
to "a dispensing position" and "a non-dispensing position" in order to avoid the 
confusion. Claim 22 recites "where in" in line 2 which appears to be a typographical 
error for the word "wherein". Claim 32 appears to be missing the word "wherein" before 
the phrase "the metered dose" in line 1 . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 16 and 19-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Lines 16-19 of claim 16 inferentially claim the means/structure of the "settable 
control arrangement" to support the functionality of having the valve element only 
moveable between second and intermediate positions at one setting and movable to the 
first position in another setting. The settable control arrangement is never actively 
claimed and is therefore indefinite. It is recommended to actively claim the structure 
resulting in the desired functionality utilizing "means for" language in order to overcome 
the rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 6 and 1 9-32 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 1 1 2 
rejections above.
